Subſtitutes are found to be fallible, and are therefore 
anſwerable in the high Court of Parlement for every 
evil Advice given the Soveregne, for every illicit or 
uyuſt Meaſure or Step taken, though by Royal 
Command. +19; 

But, if the executive Power of this Kingdom, may 
by Law be transfered to that of another, I ſhould 
gladly be informed how offending Counſilors or 
Miniſters in Great Britain can be puniſhed by the 
offended Parlement or People of Ireland.
